taken or implied in an oath. In 
fact, the Almighty is called upon 
to be one’s witness that he speaks 
the truth or that he will fulfill a 
The excuse is not suf- 


to the contract. 

(2) It is neither religious 
nor rational to bind one’s self 
blindly to anythifig. The mem- 
ber who obligates himself by 
oath to keep everything secret 
that might go on In a meeting, 
or to follow any orders which 
might be given him, does that 
which cannot be defended by. 
reason. Secret ofganizations 


~'thave existed in the past; whose 


adherents have clandestinely 
eonspired against the State, 
against the Church, atid whose 
conscientious . members were 


afraid of their lives to make a. 


revelation which would have pre- 
vented the execution of the 
wicked secret plans. It might 
be said that there is no such 
danger in the orders, on which 
the Church has placed a ban. We 
are discussing the principle of it. 
Take a concrete case of a man 
of high standing complying with 
the ordinance of a secret society, 
if nothing but the initiation or- 
dinance. For instance, let us 
suppose that the President of the 
United States joins the Masona 
or another oath-bound society,

ACTIVITIES OF SODALITIES FOR TEACHERS. ~~ 


The Catholic teathers in the public schools form a body capable, in 
an extraordinary degree, of effective and apostolic work for the Church. 
The excellent advantages whith they have had in the way, of education, 
their knowledge of human nature, derived from thé study of that best of 


books, the growing child, their knowledge of methotls and conditions, yee 


them in @ position of signal inflienee afid capability for good. It is 
well known fact that Catholic teathers are foremost among the wishes 
for Catholic charities. Thé Pitteburgh Union of Sodalities has fourid that 
the teachers in the city schodls make most faithful and competent in- 
structors in the splendid night schools now béing organized by the Union. 
The Catholic Itstruction League recruits its workers in great méasute 
from the ranks of the téachers, and the self-sacrifice and industry which 
they show i# an eloquent proof of their possibilities for active work in 
thé lay apostolate. ° 

It is, however, rather difficult at times to take full advantage of the 
ability and willingness of Catholic teachers to help in the work of the 
Chutch. While some are actively engaged in Catholic circles, others are 
difficult to enlist. Just here would be the opportunity of the Teathedrs’ 
Sodalitieg to gather the Catholic teachers together and itspire them with 
a still greater zeal and willingness to do the work of the Church, and then 
set them working consistently ahd methodically along the lines of Catholic 
effort, so that each one might do her part and yet fio ofe be over-burdened 
nor asked to do an undue share of the Work. Since the trating of the 
Catholic teacher fits her particularly to deal successfully with children, 
the Catholic teachers may be enlisted in working for the benefit of our 
handicapped and neglected Catholic boys and girls. The teaching of 
catechism, the instructing of children in the night schools, and the deting 
as guides and advisers of delinquent children will be most fruitfal ac- 
tivities for the teacher Sodalists: Again many Sodalist teachers will 
find themselves able to spend an houf of #6 a Week in conducting Stady 
Clubs in Catholic literature and Oatholic history. Others tay be able 
to do something for the spread of Catholic literature, while others sfill 
will aid the missions, and promote sociability and co-operation among 
their fellow Catholics. All this will not involve any great burden on the 
individual members, for if each one does ofily a little the wtim total will 
achievement will in time become very great. It is by enlisting a nitmber 
of zealous people and systematixing their Work so that the burden will 
fall only lightly on the individual, that such enterprises are to 
success. We trust that before long a Sodality for teachers will up 
in every city, bringing on their members the blessing of Ged and His 


Holy Mother, and to the Church at large the active help of these senlotis
